They concentrate in the 
ramble, a brushy area near 
the 


American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, and exchange the pasav.ord, 
"seen anything good?" as they 
meet from time to time.

In the last half century, 
more 


than W.> species of birds have been 
observed in the park including 38 
different kinds of warblers, a snowy 
owl from thc Far North, a dick- 
cis^el from the West and1 a purple 
gallinulo from the South. On just 
one day, May 10, 1027, u list of 78 
was compiled. That's good in any 
country. 


The nice thing about the park, 


from a bird watcher's viewpoint, 
is that birds seen there are all on 
the move. They drop In at night as 
at an casis in a bleak wilderness, 
but find next day it is no place to 
settle down. So they 
move 
on 


promptly, and their passage 
can 


thus be checked accurately. 


J. T. Nichols of th* American 


Museum, who has been watching 
birds in the park since he was a 
kid in the 90's, doesn't think the 
hunting ao good as it used to be. 
On thu ether hand Geoffrey CarJe- 
ton, author of "Birds of Central 
Park " calls it one of the best bird 
watching places in SO miles.

Dog* Eat Or»»i

"What'* the reason for that?" 


.inid Utive, pointing to a dog In the 
front yard we were driving by. 


"For what?" 1 nskcd looking at 


the dog and seeing nothing unusual 
in his behavior. 


"Eating grass," said Dave, "My 


n/-w pup clof.i It. He cats grns* and 
then nits and regurgitates it. He's 
(wen doing it every time I let him 
out since the new spring grass has 
been shooting up. What's the use 
of his eating It line J'.cts rid of It 
right nway? It certainly can't do 
him any good that way." 


Dave was new in the suburbs. 


City bred, he was enjoying his 
first clog mitl 1 suppose It Is quite 
natural that ho wondered why dogs 
with tooth structure quite inadequ- 
ate for the purpose will eat grass 
und then go through tho process 
of regurtilation. 


"It is quite Instinctive," I told 


him, "clogs don't know why they 
do it, but it has a definite purpose. 
The long blades of grass get tang- 
!(•«! up with any worms that may 
be in their stomach, and the worms 
can then be gotten rid of. 


"If there is no grass around dogs 


will even eat straw or hair or simi- 
lar material if the urge Is strong 
enough and grass isn't available. 
In the natural stale most dogs 
or dog-like animals have worms. 
They develop a sort o£ tolerance 
for them, but this performance 
they go through Is nature's way 
of getting rid of the excess."

"Then dogs aren't the only ani- 


mals that do it'.'" Dave asked. 


"No," I continued. "Foxes anci 


wolves do It and you have probably 
seen cats do the same thing. 


It isn't the only peculiar thing 


that they do Instinctively. Wher 
dogs lie down they often go 'rounc 
and 'round, sometimes scratching 
a bit with their front feet. Jusl 
think what a comfortable bed he 
would make if the dog were turning 
around in leaves or moss or dr> 
grass.'"
